ELECTIONS. 


Th« Importnnt Part Played by Clalrmy 


anta on JClection Day. 


Italian elections have one peculiai 


characteristic, and that is the ps,i) 
ken by e lairvoyants. The elairv 
iant does a thriving trade, particularly 
in the small towns and villages, and ii 
even patronised in large and populous 
cities. In tha middle of the Faro Bo' 
naparte, a pug-nosed, satyr-featuraii, 
little man, and a middle-aged, busy, 
bustling little woman officiate all day 
long in the middle of a circle of theii 
credulous clientele. The majority oi 
the crowd consists of raw recruits from 
a neighboring barrack—country lada 
whose Arcadian manners have not yel 
becgme refrigerated by contact with 
the skepticism of city life. 
Clerks, 


workiugmcn and workmgmen's wives 
and daughters form the remainder ol 
this interesting group. The officiating 
agent distribriles numbered tickets al 
a soldo, or ctfrrt apiece; and when he 
'has made sale of some half a do/en ol 
'these billets, he bandages the auguress 
over the eyes, and, turning her around 
three times, he bids her hail the setting 
sun. Facing the western horizon, she 
inclines her head forward and mumble* 
some inarticulate prayers in a voice ol 
Sibyl-like solemnity. ' Her companion, 
at the close of this ejaculation, invites 
•her to a seat and mesmerizes her with 


(svindry waves of the hand, where- 
;npon he calls out one of the numbers 
and asks the auguress to tell the 
fortune of the person wiio holds such a 
number. Then, in a monotonous, sing- 
song voice (for, of course, it can not 
'be otherwise, as she is just like a child 
repeating its lesson), she predicts good 
luck invariably to everybody, without 
making the slightest allusion to sex or 
age—introducing, however, the word 
"lova" now' and again, and warning 
the person addressed against certain 
enwrnies. All the people firmly believe 
ia clairvoyance. It is suggestive ol 
the eternal nature of human ereflulity 
to think that in the very land where 
long ago thirty thousand paga*i gods 
and goddesses were worshiped, for- 
tune-tollers can still be honored and 
venerated. 


If an aspirant to a seat in Parliament 


in some portions of Italy—particularly 
in 
the mral 
districts—is roguish 


enough to have recourse to such ex- 
pedients, he secretly approaches the 
local clairvoyant and "tips" him a 
hundred or two hundred francs for his 
services. Now, it is well to know that 
a goodly number ot rural electors will 
vote only for a candidate who "would 
bring them hick!" How arc they tc 
know which of tho candidates is thus 
privileged? Not by natural means, 
but bv supernatural. 
They there- 


fore consult the fortune-teller on the 
point just as their forefathers con- 
sulted tho oraclo of Delphi; and in the 
majority of oases they are commanded 
to iscord their iuffrages in favor 
of the fortune teller's paymaster.

say in the majority of cases, for in or- 
der not to arouso suspicion of bribery, 
the augur or auguress sometimes varies 
the list of favoritios, on the ostensible 
grounds that if it would be lucky for 
elector A to vote for would-be Deputy 
J5, it docs not follow, owing to the jux- 
taposition or mutual distance of certain 
planets [s«c] that elector 0 would be 
favored it ho went and did likewise.

down Seventy-eighth street toward home, 
carrying her child In her arms.
